HOW A TINY AD IN A NOVA SCOTIA 
MAGAZINE LED A JORDANIAN IMMIGRANT 
TO BUILD GUITARS IN EDMONTON

Main Mahd was a Jordanian immigrant, wandering from job 
to job, clueless about his future as many young men in their 
20s tend to be. One day in 1998, while living in Nova Scotia, he 
spotted a tiny ad in a magazine for a course in how to become 
a guitar maker. 

Mahd became the first student of master Canadian guitar 
maker (known as a luthier) George Rizanyi, and a lost twenty- 
something found his calling. 

“It changed my life,” recalls Mahd, surrounded by the tools 
of his trade in his small Edmonton shop, Zeryab Guitars. “I was 
just wandering aimlessly in life, and it gave me purpose.” 

Since opening Zeryab Guitars six years ago (Zeryab refers to 
an ancient Arabic musician and singer), he's built more than 30 
guitars, and repaired dozens more. 

And he’s spreading the gospel of guitar by teaching others 
how to make their own. 

Mahd found his way to Edmonton thanks to his longtime girl- 
friend, Olivia Masterson, whom he met while working in Jasper 
nine years ago. When she returned to her hometown, he fol- 
lowed. He found work at Edmonton guitar shop Guitare Clas- 
sique before opening his own shop at 9006 Jasper Ave. 

“felt the need,” he says of taking the gamble of opening a gui- 
tar building/repair place. “This is what I should do. I was very, 
very happy doing it, and I didn’t think of the finances.” 

His dream is to do nothing but build guitars, but that won't 
pay the bills yet. So he repairs guitars and takes would-be lu- 
thiers through a step-by-step process in making their own in- 
struments.

“They do it in front of me until I’m satisfied that it is correctly 
done. Then I just leave them alone. They seem to like that; it's 
just them and the wood.” 

While he enjoys teaching and repairing, his real love is in male 
ing them. A Zeryab guitar begins at $2,400, and from there the 
sky's the limit. The most anyone has spent on a guitar was an 
electric model that rang up a $5,600 bill. 

So why spend thousands on a hand-made guitar when you can 
pick one up at Future Shop for less than $150? 

“It’s the difference between a mass produced guitar that takes 
20 hours to make, and a guitar that takes 100 hours to make,” 
he explains. 

They're mass produced on an assembly line, and the workers 
don't “make a connection” with the guitar, Mahd says. 

Guitar making is an art and a craft that all begins with the 
wood. Not just any slab of wood is good for making guitars, but 
then there's no perfect wood, either. 

“There is no best, there is only different,” he says. 

Mahd has used mahogany, Indian rosewood, maple or Cana- 
dian cypress, but ultimately it comes down to whatever he’s in 
the mood for. 

Mahogany is excellent guitar wood, but it is rare. To satisfy his 
need for mahogany, Mahd recycles old furniture or pianos. He 
has a large mahogany table in his shop that he found at Value 
Village, and pieces of a century old piano are finding new life in 
his guitars. The older the wood the better; Edmonton, he says, 
is really tough on guitars, and the wood needs at least five years 
of seasoning and drying. 

Once the wood has been selected and cut, it is soaked over- 
night then bent into the familiar guitar shape using a mould. 
Inside the top of the guitar, a series of thin pieces of wood are 
glued into place in an arrangement called a fan bracing, critical 
to the guitar's sound. 


“I pay more attention to the inside of the guitar than the out- 


side, because this is where the sound is.” 

There are different brace designs for different guitars; the 
X brace designed for steel strings, for instance, is structurally 
stronger than the brace for a nylon-string classical guitar. 

“There is a balance between tonality and strength, and you 
have to find a happy medium between these two. If you make 
the guitar too strong, it will lose volume and character. If you 
make it too weak, you'll have a lot of tonality, but you’ll shorten 
the life of the instrument.” 

Guitar making, whether built by Mahd on commission or bya 
student in his class, is “very much of a journey. 

“Tt's a very personalized instrument. It should last them a life- 
time. They have to have their personality in it.” 

Guitars reflect the person who builds it, he says. A shy guy 
builds a quiet guitar, a loud guy builds a noisy guitar. 

“Their energy goes into the piece of wood that they’re building 
over a period of a year. It actually shapes the character of the 
instrument.” 

So what do his guitars say about him? 

“They say I’m evolving. If you look at my guitars from 10 
years ago, they're not the same as they are now. 

“L can tell you a story about each and every instrument I've 
built here — why I built it, what happened when I built it.” 

Former students have formed a bit of a bond as well. Once 
a year, they get together at a former student's cabin at Wizard 
Lake for a day of jamming and other fun stuff. 

As for the future of Zeryab Guitars, he quotes the popular line 
from Field of Dreams — if you build it, they will come. 

“I don’t pay a lot of attention to finances. But as long as I’m 
doing something | like, I think people will appreciate it. People 
will recognize the passion you put into your work if you keep 
at it.” a

DOWNTOWN PROSPECTS LOOKING UP 





If Edmonton seemed a bit sunnier for 
downtowners over the past week, it wasn't 
just the arrival of spring. Announcements 
from government, business and the arts 
have created a far more optimistic outlook 
for the city's core recently. 

Perhaps the biggest change in attitude 
came from provincial government with 
Premier Ed Stelmach’s surprise announce- 
ment of the new provincial museum at 103A 
Avenue and 99th Street. The $340 million 
investment in downtown represents a 
substantial commitment. 

While it is exciting, it's also prudent not 
to count Edmonton's chickens. The province 
has been promising a new and expanded_ 
museum for six years, and indeed previously 
announced a plan to re-do the old museum. 
Stelmach will also be gone before construc- 
tion begins, and Alberta could have an 
election in the meantime. 

But that’s certainly not the only thiag 
downtown has going for it right now. If the» 


cultural sector, CKUA is seriously working on 


a move to new digs in the old Alberta Hotel: 


The move not only keeps CKUA in the down- 
town core, it will open up a whole new era of 
opportunities for the provincial institution. 

The business sector also seems more 
optimistic about downtown. Although.t’s 
not official yet, earlier this month there 
were indications that ATB Financial will stay 
downtown after their lease expires. 

Finally, the more contentious down- 
town arena took another step forward to 
completion wittcity council's approval of 
more detailed terms to negotiate with the 
Katz Group. Those terms include: that the 
cost will be no more than $450 million, 
with $100 million coming from Katz, $125 
million from a ticket tax, $125 million from 
the city and $20 million from a community 
revitalization levy. 

The arena itself sounds like a wonderful 
way to recharge downtown. Still, as this 
magazine's editorials and opinion pieces 
have repeated several times before, we'd 
like to see more details and more assurance 
that we are indeed getting the best bang for 
our buck. 





ANEW FRONT IN SCHOOLS DEBATE 





Local MLA Ken Allred has bravely brought 
up a sensible and important question in 
the debate around secular education in 
Morinville — why do we still have Catholic 
schools? 

Separate school boards of course are a 
part of the constitution, but Morinville is 
also a bit of an anomaly.

IGGY DOES WELL IN HIS FIRST 
LEADER'S DEBATE, BUT IT’S

After a pivotal event in a campaign 
like Tuesday's debate, there is an im- 
mediate compulsion on the part of 
the media to declare winners and los- 
ers. So, who am I to buck the trend? 
Following a careful dissection of the 
debate, which | watched while hav- 
ing ham for dinner (how appropri- 
ate!), and giving the debate some 
very serious thought while on the 
can after my ham dinner, I have ar- 
rived at the following conclusion: the 
big loser was the set. It looked like 
it was cobbled together from scraps 
leftover from garage construction. 
And judging from the sound, it was 
held in a garage. 

As for the leaders, I’d give Lib- 
eral leader Michael Ignatieff a nar- 
row victory, but only in the race 
for second place. But it’s close. I’m 


tempted to declare it a four-way tie, 
because there was no one leader who 
emerged clearly triumphant. There 
was something for everyone to chew 
on and crow over. I don’t think you 
want to chew on crow, but that’s an- 
other matter. 

For Stephen Harper, it was only a 
matter of survival. Nobody at this 
stage Is going to change their mind 
on him. Fixing his icy, ‘I could have 
you killed’ glare off into some distant 
point, refusing to make eye contact 
with his accusers, Harper was every- 
one’s favourite whipping boy. For the 
most part, he handled things well, 
never losing his temper and never 
going off message. In fact, I think 
he handled things almost too well. 
He was in control (to be expected 
from a man who drops his son off 
at school with a hearty handshake), 
but it would have been nice to see 
some actual passion behind those 
cold autocratic eyes. I didn’t expect 
Harper to make a mistake, and he 
didn’t. His loyal supporters were no 
doubt cheered by his performance, 
and his detractors saw nothing to 
change their opinion that Harper is a 
calculating control freak. (My favou- 
rite Harper quote: “I don't respect 
the truth of those attacks.” If I were 
making ads for the Liberals, I'd run 


that quote, and cut off the last three 
words. ) 

There was more on the line for 
Liberal leader Michael Ignatieff than 
the other leaders. The only rookie in 
the lineup, a man whose public im- 
age has been shaped by the disgrace- 
ful Tory attack ads, Ignatieff had 
the most to gain. And, for the most 
part, I think he scored well in what 
was essentially his introduction to 
the public. Ignatieff, who sometimes 
looks demonic when he smiles, came 
across forcefully, getting this talking 
points across, although he did tend 
to repeat the same messages over 
and over. (Yes, we know Harper has 
contempt for Parliament. He has 
contempt for everything. Go on to 
something else.) He was especially 
strong on immigration and social 
justice kind of stuff — that’s the Lib- 
eral wheel house, so he should have 
done well — and he got NDP leader 
Jack Layton good on the Afghani- 
stan question, leaving the pompous 
Layton looking like the perfect little 
schoolboy who just got his first B+. 
Layton, however, got in his own lick, 
when he brought up Iggy’s poor at- 
tendance record in the House of 
Commons. (In his head, I’m sure 
Ignatieff was thinking “why would I

Battle For The Centre 


IN EDMONTON-CENTRE, 

THE CITY'S MOST DIVERSE 
RIDING, VOTERS HAVE A BIT OF 
EVERYTHING TO CHOOSE FROM

With the riding’s remarkable diver- 
sity and its history of voting against 
the blue tide, Edmonton Centre is 
likely one of the most hotly contest- 
ed races in the city. 

While incumbent 
Laurie Hawn won in 2008 with a 
10,000-vote margin, both the Liber- 
als and the New Democrats have set 
their sights on the riding. 

“We know we're being targeted,” 
says Hawn. “It's one they probably 
think they have a chance of winning 
back than some of the others that 
have been so strongly Conserva- 


Conservative 


tive.” 

Hawn, a retired Canadian Forces 
pilot, lost to Liberal Anne McLellan 
in 2004 by about 700 votes before 
winning in 2006. In the election of 
2008, he solidified his hold on the 
riding. 

While other Edmonton Conser- 
vatives can put their campaigns on 
cruise control, Hawn, with two solid 
challengers in a riding with a Liberal 
history, is not*taking anything for 
granted — and he says he’s happy to 
have the competition. 

“It's a good thing. We look forward 
to a good, hard fought carnpaign. 

“It's always going to be a contested, 
competitive riding, and I’ve always 
been a competitive guy, so that’s fine 
with me.” 

At the doorsteps, Hawn says aside 
from health care, the biggest issue is 
the election itself. 

“It was not our idea,” Hawn says. 
“A lot of the elements in our budget 
are now showing up in the Liberal 
platform. My response is, why didn’t 
we just pass the budget and get on 
with these things?” 

While the government was brought 
down due to an unprecedented charge 
of contempt of Parliament, Hawn 
says voters seem unconcerned. 

“That (the contempt of Parlia- 
ment) was orchestrated and pre- 
ordained for a couple of months,” 
Hawn charges. 

Liberal candidate Mary MacDon- 
ald, a lawyer and former political sci- 
ence professor, knows the diversity 
of the riding at a long-time resident. 

“You go from some of the most 
vulnerable people in our society to 
some of the most comfortable,” says 
MacDonald. 

MacDonald has had the nomina- 
tion for 18 months, and spent much 
of the summer knocking on thou- 
sands of doors in the riding. 

“I believe fundamentally in the 
importance of public service,” says 
MacDonald. “If you want to serve 
the public, you have to earn their re- 
spect, and you have to work hard.”

It will take a lot of work to over- 
come Hawn’s 10,000 vote margin of 
victory. However, she notes that the 
voter turnout last election was down 
by about 10,000 votes, “so maybe 
our voters stayed home for a lot of 
reasons”. 

She hopes the anti-Harper vote 
will coalesce around her. Edmonton 
Centre has a strong Liberal base, 
including longtime Liberal success 
provincially. 

“The NDs have always had a bit of 
a presence there, but it's not an ND 
riding the way Strathcona is.” 

At the doors, MacDonald says 
she’s also hearing a lot about concern 
about Harper's attitude towards Par- 
liament. She also says there is a lot of 
anger that Edmonton's festivals got 
no support from the Conservative’s 
marquee tourism event grants. 

“All our world-class festivals got 
zip, while the Calgary Stampede got 
$5 million. Who's standing up for 
Edmonton there?” 

NDP candidate Lewis Cardinal 
secured his party's nomination two 
weeks before MacDonald got the 
Liberal nod, Also a long-time &d- 
monton Centre resident, he says he’s

knocked on 4,000 doors since his 
nomination: 

“Understanding the community, | 
knew there was potential for change 
here,” says Cardinal. “There's a vibe 
that’s really starting to build. 

His version of what he hears on 
the doorstep is, again, different from 
the other candidates. 

“What I’m hearing is people think 
it’s time for a change.” 

Cardinal runs a consulting com- 
pany, and works in education policy 
and Aboriginal governance. 

He feels Edmonton Centre is fertile 
ground for the NDP. While there’s no 
shaking the bedrock of 20 per cent 
who vote Conservative, soft Con- 


servative voters and the “shrinking” 


support for the Liberals are up for 
grabs. 

He says the frequent complaint 
that vote splitting allows Conserva- 
tives to win “doesn’t exist” and is a 
“Liberal and Conservative ploy to get 
more votes. 

“When you add up all of the votes 
not for the Conservatives in the last 
election, they still don’t have enough 
to defeat the Conservatives.” 

Cardinal says he's not in this elec-

tion to build a base for the next elec- 
tion.

While the three major candidates 
all profess to believing they can win, 
two other party candidates have no 
such illusions. 

David Parker is representing the 
Green Party for the fourth consecu- 
tive time in Edmonton Centre. The 
British-born Parker came to Canada 
in 1976, and teaches instrumentation 
technology at NAIT.

Art, Ego, And Money Are A Dangerous Mix

What are the legal implications of 
getting yourself tattooed with a copy- 
righted or trademarked image, such 
as a sports team logo? Would you 
have to pay royalties? Would you get 
sued? The NFL is opposed to you 
even talking about the game the next 
day; logo tattoos must drive those 
guys crazy. Or is it viewed as free 
publicity? —TEH BEN, VIA TEH 
INTARNET 

Now, Ben. The NFL doesn’t mind 
your talking about the game after- 
ward. What they get tetchy “about 
is careless discussion beforehand 





— e.g., calling that midwinter event 
they use to fill the time between com- 
mercials the S_p_r B_wi rather than 
“the big game.” However, I think 
there's a way you can get away with 
an unauthorized tattoo. Listen up. 
First we asked the big leagues 
(MLB, NBA, NFL, and NHL) for 
their position on fan tattoos. Three 
of the four stonewalled us, no shock. 
Surprisingly, an MLB lawyer agreed 
to talk, buteunsurprisingly clammed 
up as soon as he learned we were 
ferrets from the press. Later we re- 
ceived the following terse statement: 
“Any use of MLB or Club trademarks 
requires assessment of the nature 
and scope of the proposed use. We

improperly.” 

Well, that’s helpful, you think. Ah, 
but it is. MLB has given us the nub of 
the answer: it depends. On what, you 
ask? We'll take it step by step. 

Fact #1: Yes, it’s possible to get sued 
over the copyright on a tattoo. Ask 
Rasheed Wallace, the now-retired 
NBA All-Star. In 1998 Wallace had an 
Egyptian-themed tattoo — showing a 
pharaoh, his queen, and their three 
children — inked onto his right upper 
arm by tattoo artist Matthew Reed. 
In 2004 Reed saw Wallace in a Nike 
TV commercial in which the tattoo 
was re-created via computer simula- 
tion while the basketball player ex- 
plained its significance, Affronted 
that he'd received neither credit nor 
money, Reed sued Wallace, Nike, and 
the ad agency for publicly displaying 
what he claimed was his copyrighted 
work (the tattoo) without his con- 
sent. The parties evidently settled 
out of court. OK, not quite the fact 
situation you're describing, Ben, but 
you see the operative dynamic: art + 


| ego + money = trouble. 


Fact #2: Pro sports big shots have 
been known to get seriously- ticked 
off over tattoos. Granted, the peo- 
ple they're getting ticked off at are 
mostly athletes wearing tattoo ad- 
vertisements, not ordinary mopes. 
Example: in 2001 boxer Bernard “the 
Executioner” Hopkins wore a tem- 
porary tattoo on his back advertising 


| GoldenPalace.com, an online casino, 


during a televised bout. (Hopkins’s 
paycheck for billboard duty: about 
$100,000.) The Nevada Athletic 
Commission banned further tattoo 
ads but lost a court challenge. Then 
ESPN declared it would televise no 
fighters sporting ad tats, no doubt 
thinking: nobody's making money 
selling advertising on our network 
except us. Returning to the math- 
ematical statement of principles 
above, we see that the art and ego 
terms drop out (the controversial 
messages consisted of unadorned 
text), and the equation reduces to: 
money = trouble. True dat. 


? 





Fact #3: Momentous legal issues 
are at stake here. A 2005 article in 
the Fordham Intellectual Property, 
Media & Entertainment Law Jour- 
nal considered the implications for 
American jurisprudence if the NBA 
formally banned commercial tattoos 
on players. On the one hand, the play- 
ers have rights to freedom of expres- 
sion, personal liberty, and privacy. 
On the other hand, you've got — sor- 
ry if this gets repetitive — money. For 
example, in 2001 Rasheed Wallace, a 
trailblazer in so many ways, report- 
edly weighed a $15,000 offer from a 
candy company to wear a temporary 
tattoo, which surely would have up- 
set Nestle, the NBA’s official candy 
sponsor. The league declared they'd 
block the scheme; Wallace’s agent 
maintained that the NBA players’ 
agreement didn’t forbid such things. 
His client, in the end, said no. D 

Perhaps you're thinking: I don’t 
see what this has to do with whether 
I can have a Red Wings logo tattooed 
across my face. You haven't been 
paying attention then. The com- 
mon element in all the above is that 
something was at stake financially. 
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Assuming you were acting purely as 
a deranged fan and stood no chance 
of personal gain, a lawsuit for trade- 
mark infringement, which presumes 
misappropriation of an image for 
commercial purposes, would be 
tough to sustain. 

Copyright violation is an easier 
case to make. (Some contend a fan 
tattoo would constitute fair use, but I 
have my doubts.) The main thing‘is, 
what team or league would bother? 
They'd look like bullies, your pock- 
ets probably aren't that deep, and it’s 
not like a judge is going to order you 
to have the tattoo lasered off. Then 
again, we're talking about profes- 
sional sports, where conventional 
logic is out the window. (My dream is 
to visit the planet where NFL playoff 
seeding makes sense.) The best ad- 
vice I can offer is: do what thou wilt, 
tatwise; just be careful nobody but 
the team owners and the networks 
makes a buck.

waste my time there?”) But Ignati- 
eff scored his best shots on Harper. 
“You are a man who will shut down 
anything you cannot control,” said 
Ignatieff. At one point, he even put 
his hand on his hip, like an angry 
mother scolding a child. 

NDP leader Jack Layton was slick, 
glib and glowing with NDP self-righ- 
teousness. At least, I think it’s self- 
righteousness. That must be what 
made him look orange. 

It was the same old stuff we've been 
hearing from the NDP for decades, 
just presented by Layton in his best 
‘what do I have to do to get you into 
this car today?’ mode. Layton had 
the best one-liners (there was a jab 


about crooks in the Senate that got 
an audible laugh from those: in the 
studio), but he tried too hard to be 
everybody's favourite hip uncle using 
“bling” and “hashtag fail” in the same 
sentence. I know what bling is, but 
what the hell is a hashtag fail? Use 
of the term was a sensation amongst 
the Twittering class, but it was clearly 
calculated and utterly phony. His 45 
second pitch to voters at the end of 
the debate actually made one of my 
sons laugh out loud. It was like a bad 
K-Tel pitch from the ’70s. 

As for Douceppe, the less said the 
better. Even when I tried to listen, 
his mangled English had me spend- 


ing more time deciphering what he - 


was saying than his real message. 





But then again, | didn’t care what he 
said. 

In the big picture, Harper won 
the debate because he didn’t do any- 
thing that could cause him to lose 
the election. His lead is too big, and 
his bedrock supporters aren't going 
anywhere. The real fight was for sec- 
ond place, and preventing a Harper 
majority. In that secondary fight, Ig- 
natieff was the narrow winner over 
Layton. 

The undecided anti-Harper voter, 
vacillating between the Liberals and 
New Democrats, would, I think, be 
more impressed by Ignatieff’s show 
of passion over Layton’s calculated 
one-liners.

You probably heard last week about 
the various incidents where people 
were refused entry to Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper's campaign events 
on the grounds of something benign 
turned up by a background check — 
a picture on Facebook posing with 
Liberal Leader Michael Ignatieff, in 
the case of University of Western 
Ontario student Awish Aslam. Lefty 
political affiliations, an environmen- 
talist streak, a frontline job serv- 
ing the country’s weakest and most 
vulnerable citizens (as in the case 
of Jim Lowther, a Dartmouth-based 
advocate for homeless veterans) — 
any of those apparently qualifies 
one for the PM’s enemies list, which 
must be a sizable. In another story, 





a young woman attending a Harper 
event was told to turn her T-shirt 
inside out to conceal the logo of an 
environmentally friendly fuel which 
is apparently hateful in thine prime 
minister's eyes 

Harper, with his usual candour, 
blamed it all on overzealous staffers 
and the RCMP security detail that 
independently decided to vette Harp- 
er’s would-be audiences for traces of 
liberal bias. Then he boasted about 
how many people are coming out 
to his rallies — scads more than his 
honourable opponents. 

Glib denial and misdirection are 
standard fall-back positions for this 
particular prime minster, but the 
riposte he offered at a campaign 
stop after the story broke had an 
especially piquant fuck-you-ness to 
it. “It's better when you're turning 
people away than when you can't get 
people to come,” he was widely re- 
ported as saying at a campaign stop 
in Markham, as though none of us 
understands the difference between 
allotting available standing room and 
denying citizens access to an impor- 
tant part of the democratic process. 
The between-the-lines answer was 
that no one has managed to pin any- 


thing on him yet 

Many an astute observer has noted 
that stage-managed public events to 
ensure the Ideologue-in-Chief deliv- 
ers his homilies to an exclusively re 
ceptive audience was a conspicuous 
tactic of the second Bush adminis- 
tration, which had many reasons for 
not wanting its figurehead to go off 
script. But whereas Bush was in dan- 
ger of stuffing both feet and possibly 
his balls in every time he opened his 
mouth, Harper is consistently con- 
tained and on-message in both offi- 
cial languages, though his attempts 
at humour leave something to be 
desired if the above quip is anything 
to go by. 

So if he’s not trying to camou- 
flage the bone-deep ignorance and 
unearned arrogance endemic to a 
certain kind of clueless trust-fund 
mouthbreather who somehow be- 
came Leader of the Free World — 
twice! — go ahead and ask yourself 
what Harper is hiding. 

I think that Harper doesn’t want us

BY THE NUMBERS

numbers in the Globe and Mail. Lib- 
eral support ranges from 30.4 per 
cent to 23 per cent, while there is the 
variance in the polls in NDP support 
is minimal, from a high of 17.2 per 
cent to a low of 15 per cent. 

In other polling news, a survey by 
Leger Marketing found nearly three- 
quarters of non-Conservative vot-

election platforms, so you can't say 
you don’t know what they stand for.

The Green Party has also fielded a 
hopeful in Edmonton's eight ridings 
€dmonton-Strathcona, perhaps not 
surprisingly, has two independents 
and one Marxist-Leninist. Edmonton 
Mill-Woods Beaumont and Edmon- 
ton-Centre each have a Pirate Party 
candidate, and both have Commu- 
nists, one Marxist-Leninist (Centre), 
and one from the Communist Party.

All In The Family 


URBAN MOM ANGELA BRUNSCHOT 
ABREAKDOWN OF THE 
CHILD-CARE PLANS ON 
THE TABLE THIS ELECTION 





Nailing down political parties on spe- 
cific policy promises can sometimes 
feel like trying to diaper and dress a 
wiggling toddler after a bath — time 
consuming, frustrating, and some- 
times they seem to enjoy your fruit- 
less efforts and laugh at you while 
running down the hall naked. 

And if politics doesn’t make your 
family’s to-do list until after mom 


| gets the groceries and dad cleans out 


the litter box, well, that’s perfectly 
understandable. There are days when 
I would trade my left foot for an hour 
alone in the shower. 

But this is not the time to let your 
political engagement slide. With an 
election coming up, parents have a 
huge opportunity to tell Ottawa ex- 
actly what they want in areas that 
have a huge impact on their daily 
lives, including how this country 
tackles child care. 

This week, I offer parents a break 
down of the child-care packages on 
the table from each party — in no 
particular order. While your local 
candidate's credentials, personality, 
and chances should definitely have 
weight when considering where to 
mark your X, knowing where each 
national party stands should help 
narrow the field considerably. 


THE LIBERALS 

Think back, way back to 2004 and 
the minority government of Paul 
Martin. During that campaign, the 
Liberals promised a national child- 








care program with an additional 
625,000 child-care spots, and fund- 
ing to the tune of $5 billion over five 
years. When the Conservatives rose 
to power in 2006, the program was 
scrapped. The current Liberal pro- 
posal — the “Early Childhood Learn- 
ing and Care Fund” — includes $500 
million in funding for the first year, 
increasing to an annual commitment 
of $1 billion by the fourth year, The 
money will be funnelled though the 
provinces. 

Waiting lists for child care are no- 
toriously long across the country 
and have been for many years, so a 
program that creates more capacity 
within the industry sounds pretty 
good to me, even if the current plan 
is a step down from what the party 
promised not that long ago. 

However, the Liberal election plat- 
form doesn't provide specifics on 
how many spaces would be created. 
Also, the provinces would administer 
the fund, which could leave it open to 
interpretation. (In 2008, Public In- 
terest Alberta raised a red flag about 
$26 million that the federal govern- 
ment had transferred to the province 
for child care, but they say sat in gen- 
eral funds instead.) 

The real clincher for working par- 
ents would be a commitment to a 
certain number of spots and a set of 
standards in child care. Those details 
however, are not provided. 


THE NDP 

The NDP has long advocated for 
a national child-care system. Their 
platform was released last weekend 
and this election they are promis- 
ing to create 100,000 new child- 
care spaces, 25,000 each year for 
the next four years. To get these 
spots, the NDP would work on in- 
creasing local capacity in particular 
through early learning community 
hubs. The cost of the program is 
$330,000 next year, $660,00 in 
2012-2013, $990,000 in 2013-2014, 


and $1,320,000 in 2014-2015. 

The strategy would also work in 
partnership with the provinces that, 
as I said above, could mean some 
squabbling over just how the funds 
are spent. 


THE CONSERVATIVES 

Before the Conservatives formed 
government in 2006, Rona Ambro- 
se, MP for Edmonton Spruce Grove, 
once told Liberal Ken Dryden that: 
“Working women want to make their 
own choices, we don’t need old white 
guys telling us what to do.” 

It's an incredibly narrow-minded 
attitude that simply confuses the is- 
sue — and pretty much crystallizes 
the Conservative’s view on child 
care. 

Of course no one wants the gov- 
ernment to -tell them how to raise 
their kids. However, families do want 
quality child care, and the current 
patchwork of services isn’t working. 

Five years in government has not 
changed the Tory attitude. As I said 
in my column last week, their child- 
care plan isn’t so much of a plan as 
an election goodie. 

Stephen Harper has offered fami- 
lies with children under 18 the abil- 
ity to split their income between two 
spouses, up to $50,000. It means 
that a family making $70,000 a 
year will get about $2,000 back in 
refunded taxes. The Conservatives 
have also brought in the Universal 
Child Benefit Plan, which gives each 
parent $100 a month for children 
under six. 

Now, there are very few people 
who would pass on about $3,000 a 
year, but when you think about the 
real cost of childcare — whether in 
the form of a daycare or the loss of 
an adult income — $3,000 seems 
like small potatoes. 

Consider too that the government 
cost for the income splitting would 
predominately benefit people with 
incomes over $90,000 a year. 

Rather than one of choice, the 
Conservative stance seems more 
like: ‘High income earners want to 
make their own choices, we don’t 
want middle and low income people 
telling us how to spend taxes.’ 


THE GREEN PARTY 

The Green Party platform pro- 
poses both income splitting and job 
sharing, although the details on both 
are pretty thin. 

Work sharing sounds like a won- 
derful idea, and if it could be done 
practically I’m sure there are many 
moms and dads out there who would 
gladly work a shorter week and spend 
more time with their kids. 

Income splitting, as I said when 
discussing the Conservative policy, 
doesn't really address child care.

Before we get started on what can best 
be described as a hit-and-miss week 
in eating out, let's pause a moment 
to wish a speedy convalescence to 
Langano Skies, the beloved south- 
side Ethiopian restaurant struck by 
the same fiery curse that previously 
destroyed the original Whyte Av- 
enue premises of The King and I 
and New York Bagel Café. Though 
Edmonton is surprisingly well sup- 
plied with purveyors of east African 
cuisine, Langano Skies’ prominent 
location, comfortable dining atmo- 
sphere and reliable quality helped 
mainstream Ethiopian fare among 
Whyte’s casual shoppers and serious 
drinkers. Here's hoping they’re back 
slinging special tibs, atekilt aletcha 
wot and kitfo with injera as soon as 
humanly possible. 

While we're on the subject of old 
standbys, it's been so long since the 
cozy Hole in the Wall Café abdi- 
cated its downtown space on 104th 
Street that I had forgotten how 
much | enjoyed their rotating menu 
of handmade vegetarian and meat- 
based entrees spelled out in mag- 
netic refrigerator letters above their 
ever-bustling counter. A friend re- 
cently hipped me to the fact that apt- 
ly named Sequel Café (10011-102nd 
Ave.) renews both the style and sub- 
stance of the Hole in the Wall right 
down to the amiable service and top- 
notch coffee. 

Sampling the veggie burrito ($10) 
— a generous dose of refried beans 


and cheese enfolded in a crisp-baked 
tortilla slathered with both creamy 
and tomato-y house-made condi- 
ments and served with spinach salad 
and oven-roasted herbed baby pota- 
toes — was like travelling back to a 
simpler time when I had nothing bet- 
ter to do than sit around of a week- 
day afternoon than to sit around nib- 
bling, sipping coffee and reading the 
newspaper. If you have an interest in 
ensuring access to quality lunchtime 
eats in the downtown core, you'd do 
well to schedule a stop at Sequel, an 
investment that will pay dividends 
in the form of yummy noon-hour 
repasts. 

Less successful is the downtown 
food court foray of a new Indian take- 
out place I visited last week. I won't 
bother to give its name or location, 
as the indifferent quality of its offer- 
ings and its proximity to downtown's 
reigning independent take-out kiosk 
champeen (which serves “chicken 
for lunch”) might make these de- 
tails irrelevant before too long. 

Maybe $5.50 isn’t too much to ask 
for watery butter chicken (made with 
drumsticks), turmeric-tinted chick- 
peas and an unappetizing conflation 
of ground beef and peas over basmati 
rice with store-bought “naan” bread 
straight out of the bag on the side. 
But it is too much to expect someone 
to eat it twice. Repent thy profligate 
culinary ways, Indian kiosk operator, 
and maybe reconsider your abun- 
dance of fluorescent bristol board 
signs while you're at it. 

Searching for a value-priced ethnic 
eating experience near downtown, | 
tried to follow the advice of a kind 
reader who suggested an authentic 
budget Chinese food outlet near the 
China Gate. Alas, I was misled by a 
popular foodie website about its op- 
erating hours and found it dormant 
of a weekend evening. The co-diner 
and I diverted north on 97th Street 
in search of alternatives and alit at 
Kim Tuyet (10645-97th St.), one 
of the inner-city’s many venerable 


vendors of banh mi (a.k.a.: Vietnam- 
ese subs). Experience has taught me 


that the quality of the sub is usually | 


inversely correlated to the pleasant- 
ness of the restaurant's interior and 
on that count Kim Tuyet gave us ev- 
ery reason to be optimistic as it was, 
to coin a phrase, lacking amenities 
— the menu was short and tightly 
focused, the price point low, the inte- 
rior design by chance, the utilitarian 
kitchen set-up undisguised and the 
frontline service staff equipped with 
a light grasp of English 

Like many of its ilk, the shop is 
also a cash-only operation, but since 
the most expensive menu item is $7 
and the sandwiches priced $3.50- 


$4.25, you can probably find enough | 


change in the cupholder of your car 
for a meal. 

Having negotiated one each of the 
combo sub and the saté chicken sub 
($8.55 for both and a can of ginger 
ale), we tried to use up the rest of the 
$15 we had pooled between us but 
were thwarted by the lateness of day 
(they were preparing to close for the 
night) and a language barrier that 
couldn’t be circumvented even using 
pictures of food as visual aids. Had 
we arrived earlier, we might have 
been able to procure spicy noodle 
soup with pork, spring rolls, fried rice 
rolls, or an egg-y stuffed crepe (banh 
xéo) at very reasonable prices. 

The subs were pretty good on their 
own, though the combo sub — its 
crusty roll filled with cold cuts, paté, 
carrots, cucumber and cilantro—had 
the edge over the drier, somewhat 
skinnier saté sub. 

What was missing from both was 
spears of fresh jalapeno to add a 
spicy kick, a standard option at most 
Vietnamese sub places. Given the af- 
fordability of this particular snack in 
Chinatown, I'd advise trying out Kim 
Tuyet and some of its close banh 


mi-vendin ours to suss out 
which of t ces it just the way 
you like it.

GRAYLING CROSS

The characters from Gayleen Froese’s latest 
novel, Grayling Cross, have been with her a 
long time. But ask the Edmontonian which of 
the two main protagonists in her paranormal 
mystery — psychic Anna Gareau or public rela- 
tions pro Collie Kostyna — she most resembles, 
and it turns out the answer is both of them 

“It's a funny thing. People who don’t know 
me very well will say, “You're Anna,’ or, “You're 
Collie.’ But people who know me well and 
read the books will say, ‘I get it, these are the 
two parts of you talking to each other.’ I never 
knew until someone pointed that out, but I can 
definitely see how it’s two aspects of me. It's 
particularly interesting for me when they get 
into an argument — and they do,” Froese says. 

Grayling Cross is the second in a planned 
trio of books centered around the unusual pair 
of amateur detectives. It follows 2006 novel 
Touch in which the two women (inspired by a 
dream Froese once had) are drawn together by 
a series of events and team up to investigate a 
murder at a Victoria hotel. 

But in Grayling, Gareau and Kostyna are pok- 
ing their noses into the murder-mystery right 
here in Edmonton. The city is very recogniz- 
able, and for a good reason, Froese says. “Anna 
is my viewpoint character and she's new to Ed- 
monton. In the book, she’s interested in the city 
and trying to get a feel for what it's about and 
how it’s different from Saskatchewan, where 
she grew up. She’s making all these observa- 
tions and | think that's how they found their 
way into the book.” 
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References to everything from the crowds on 
Whyte, to the city’s fast drivers firmly root the 
story here in the Alberta capital. And readers 
should note that some of the novel's most im- 
portant locations — particularly the headquar- 
ters of the Embassy, Froese’s fictional under- 
ground mob that virtually runs the city and its 
paranormal population — have real-life coun- 
terparts. “I’ve known since the '90s where the 
Embassy was. I know which house it is and I 
even have a photo of it. I bet the owner would 
be surprised,” she says 

Froese, who holds a day job in communica- 
tions, settled in Edmonton five years ago after 
moving here for the second time. A native of 
Saskatoon, she attended Ryerson University 
in the early ‘90s, and graduated with a degree 
in radio and television arts. It was then that 
some of the seeds for her series first germi- 
nated. “When I was at Ryerson, we had to sort 
of make up our own TV series and write some 
scripts for it. Some of the characters that even- 
tually showed up in Grayling Cross are in those 
scripts,” she explains. 

Those characters have also proved inspiring 
for Froese’s music. A singer-songwriter, Froese 
has penned and recorded numerous songs set 
in the series’ universe. “I wrote songs about 
those characters from their point of view and 
I've had the songs for ages, too,” she says. 
“There's just a lot of stuff I've been working 
with for quite a while that is going out to the 
public in Grayling.” 

If Grayling leaves readers with questions 
about Froese’s secretive local paranormal 
world, they can rest easy knowing answers will 
come in the third book of the series. “Anna 
and Collie know very little about the Embas- 
sy. I know a lot more. I could tell them some 
things,” hints Froese. “They wind up owing 
somebody a favour at the end of the book, so 
one of those (Embassy) characters is definitely 
going to be coming back. You don't just walk 
away from that.”

Wayne Arthurson may be a crime and mystery 
novelist, but there’s more to his debut novel in 
the genre than murder and mayhem. In Fall 
From Grace the local author, who self-identifies 
as an Aboriginal writer, shines a spotlight on 
some of the issues faced by Native people, not 
just in a broad sense, but as Edmontonians as 


| well. 


Protagonist, Leo DesRoches, is a journalist 
from mixed French Canadian and Cree back- 
grounds who's weathered some hard times. 
While covering a murder for Edmonton's lead- 
ing paper, DesRoches is allowed to view the 
body: a native prostitute found in a farmer's 
field just outside the city. He becomes wrapped 
up in her story after linking it to a string of 
similar crimes and vows to bring some sort of 
closure to the case. 

The premise of Arthurson’s story is all too 
familiar for Edmonton residents, who've read 
about similar murders in the papers for many 
years. 

“Tt seemed like a natural fit (for Fall 
From Grace) because it is a big crime in €d- 
monton — it's there in the background. Over- 
all, there are cases of 500 to 800 missing or 
murdered women across the country — open 
cases that haven't been solved and the women 
haven't been found. They’re mostly native and 
that's sort of the overall significance hanging 
over this country,” says Arthurson. 

Inspired by the American writer Walter 
Mosley, whose popular crime novels incorpo- 
rate themes of race and discrimination against 
African-Americans, Arthurson uses his

main character, DesRoches, to explore con- 
cerns of particular significance to many na 
tive people. He tackles addiction, street life 
cultural identity and, in his next novel. in this 
series, gang activity.

Like DesRoches, Arthurson comes from a 
mixed ethnic background and, as he’s grown 
older, he’s begun to embrace the Aboriginal side 
of his heritage. Both have made their living as 
journalists and Arthurson has woven stories 
from his own past into DesRoches'’ history, al- 
though he admits to “jazzing up” some of the 
tales “for dramatic purposes.” But although at 
first glance writer and character seem to have a 
lot in common, those similarities don’t extend 
much beyond the surface. 

“He's a little more cynical than I am,” says 
Arthurson. “He's optimistic, but a lot less than 
I am. He knows he’s going to fall back into his 
(gambling) addiction and he’s just sort of pass- 
ing time trying to rebuild his life.” = 

In contrast, Arthurson says he carries no ad- 
dictions. The darker, more complex aspects of 
DesRoches’ personality were drawn not from 
personal experience but from a variety of 
people in Arthurson’s life. 

“My life is quite happy and positive and I 
have many friends and I've never lived on 
the street. I’ve never suffered the way he’s suf- 
fered,” he says. 

Although Arthurson may never have 
walked in DesRoches’ shoes, he has 
managed to breathe life into a deep and fascinat- 
ing character — one who may be poised to put 
Edmonton and its real-life social and Native 
issues on the radar of armchair detectives 
everywhere. Sears

How do you create the highway on a 
stage? 

Certainly, the open road has be- 
come archetypal backdrop for ex- 
ploring unresolved angst on screen. 
But how can you embrace escapism 
on a three-sided stage? 

Rearview, the Governor General’s 
Award nominated play, puts Guy, a 
25-year-old man fleeing Quebec, in 
a nowhere-bound car with nothing 
but his thoughts to keep him com- 
pany. SEE asked Gilles-Poulin Denis, 
the playwright and actor behind the 
Rearview, about the play's journey to 
Edmonton. 


Rearview has been billed as a ‘road- 
play’. What appeals to you about that 
form? Did you use any special tech- 
niques or tools to make the play feel 
more in live presentation like a road 
movie? 

When I first started writing 
Rearview I really wanted to see how 
I could transpose the road movie 
into theatre form. The challenge was 
in trying to recreate the feeling of 
movement that one would get travel- 
ling while being on stage. I tried do- 
ing that by relying on the spectator’s 
imagination. 

The play has a non-linear narrative 
Structure and that creates some of 
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that feeling of movement. The action 
on stage switches from past to pres- 
ent and from place to place and that 
gives the feeling that we are moving 
forward, although not in a straight 
line. The music and the lighting play 
a very big part in creating this effect, 
by creating certain atmospheres on 
stage 


You both wrote and star in Rearview. 
Is it easier to perform your own works 
or that of another playwright? 

I can’t say that there's a difference. I 
try to apply the same work ethic that 
I do with any other play. Although, 
I have to admit the first few perfor- 
mances I was scared. Rearview being 
my first major play, I felt like I was 
revealing myself to the public, open- 
ing up my head and showing people 
what was inside. 


What have you learned about 
Rearview in bringing it from the page 
to the stage? 

It was a very demanding process. 
Being the only actor and also the 
playwright of the show, it was dif- 
ficult for me to be both at the same 
time. | would find myself unable to 
answer simple questions about the 
play during rehearsals, but as soon as 
I would get home the answers would 
come. It was as if the actor and au- 
thor were two different personas that 
could exist at the same time. Also be- 
ing the playwright, | sometimes had 
pre-conceptions about how a scene 
should be and sometimes those spe- 
cific scenes turned out better when 
we tried them in a completely differ- 
ent style. 


In less than five years, you went 
from writing your first plays to get- 


ting nominated for 
General's Award. Was it surprising 
that success would come so quickly? 
So far, has the nomination changed 
your creative life? 

The nomination was a com- 
plete surprise. I can't say that it has 


changed anything so far in my cre- | 
ative life. I think it will however give | 


my work a bit more exposure. But for 


now, I’m just concentrating on work- | 


ing on the next play. 


Can you tell us about the play | 


you're working on right now? 


Although I generally don't like to | 


talk about a new play till | feel that it 
is almost finished, I can say that the 


play I am working on now is fairly | 


different than Rearview. In Rearview 
the basic action is to flee; in this new 
play it deals with the idea of coring 
home. 


You're Saskatchewan-born but live 
in Montreal. Rearview is set some- 
where between Northern Ontario 
and Quebec, and now it's coming to 
francophone Edmonton audiences. 
In_your travels in francophone Can- 
ada, have you been able to locate a 
unifying pan-Canadian francophone 
identity? 

The rallying point for all franco- 
phones outside of Quebec is to be 
able to stay true to one’s own iden- 
tity. This is true not only for franco- 
phones but for anyone that is fighting

Mulroney Opera Ambitions Fall Just Short 


MULRONEY OPERA BITES OFF 
MORE THAN IT CAN CHEW

Mulroney: The Opera certainly has 
to rank as one of the most audacious 
ideas for a film in Canadian cinema 
history. As the title implies, it is the 
story of Brian Mulroney, 18th prime 
minister of Canada, told entirely in 
satiric song. 

As written by Dan Redican, Mul- 
roney: The Opera depicts the former- 
prime minister as a raging egoma- 
niac, prone to blaming everyone else” 
for his failures. “There’s none as 
great as me,” Mulroney sings early 
in the film, setting the tone for what

Rick Miller, best known for his per- \, 
formance in MacHomer (where he.

the unveiling of his official portrait, 
we flash back to his life as a child in 
Baie Comeau, Que. is depicted in one 
of the film’s best set pieces. When 
Mulroney is shown as a child singing 
“Lwant to be an American,” the adult 
Mulroney bursts through the screen, 
screaming that he never said that, 
and threatening to sue, a reference to 
his notoriously litigious nature, and 
maybe a little ass-covering by the 
filmmakers. ' 

There are some very funny lines. 
When an on-the-make Mulroney 
meets much younger future wife 
Mila (Edmonton native Stephanie 
Anne Mills) for the first time, they 
make eyes at each other while Mul- 
roney sings “I hope she’s legal!” Af- 
ter Mulroney becomes PM and the 
pressure builds to hand out patron- 
age appointments, a chorus sings 
(using Mulroney's famous election 
pledge) that they want “jobs, jobs, 
jobs, but not work, work, work, work. 


\Give us Pay, pay, pay, and our perks, 


perks, perks.” 

Mulroney: The Opera is an ambi- 
tious, handsome production. But it 
suffers in some crucial areas. 

Subtle it is not. Presenting U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan as a dod- 
dering old fool is hardly original

Summit between Mulroney and Rea- 
gan, the two leaders sing: “When 
Irish eyes are smiling, they’ve got 
something up their sleeve.” The flag 
behind the two men is the Stars and 
Stripes, with the Maple Leaf substi- 
tuting for stars. That wasn't original 
in the 1970s. 

A lengthy segment is devoted to a 
litany of minor, now forgotten scan- 





dals that befell Mulroney in his first 
term. And yet, the free trade agree- 
ment, Mulroney's greatest and most 
controversial accomplishment, isn’t 
dealt with. This is peculiar, as it 
seems to me the free trade deal is rife 
with possibilities for satire. 
Surprisingly for a film with pre- 
tentions to being operatic, the songs 
are lacking. I watched parts of it 





twice, and still can’t remember a 
single tune. 

How much you enjoy 
Mulroney: The Opera depends, | 
suppose, on your interest in politics, 
tolerance for very broad satire; and 
how much you like operatic singing. 
Mulroney: The Opera gets an A for 
effort, but as entertainment, it’s a 
near miss.

DIRECTOR OF MULRONEY 
OPERA ASKS HIMSELF: WHAT 
WOULD BRIAN THINK?

Mulroney: The Opera begins with an 
on-screen quote from the man him- 
self: “I was a big brassy guy who won, 
and won big. I did what I wanted.” 

With quotes like that, “Mulroney 
deserves his own opera, God damn 
it!” laughs Larry Weinstein, direc- 
tor of Mulroney: The Opera, a bold, 
$3.75 million musical satire. 

The story of Martin Brian Mul- 
roney — who in nine years as prime 
minister won consecutive huge ma- 
Jorities, turned the Progressive Con- 
Servatives into a truly national party, 
introduced free trade and tried to 
bring Quebec into the constitution, 
only to end up so reviled that the PC 
party was virtually destroyed by the 
electorate in revenge — is operatic in 
its scope. Weinstein, a director with 
some 25 films to his credit (many of 
them music based), took on the task 
of trying to turn the tumultuous life 
and times of Mulroney into a com- 
pact feature film. 

The Mulroney story, befitting its 
subject, is certainly the biggest and 
most complex project of a distin- 
guished career. Weinstein is a mul- 
tiple-award winning director and 
producer, including an Oscar nomi- 
nation for his short documentary 
Making Overtures (which he can- 
didly describes as “not a particularly 
good film”). 


Mulroney: The Opera has been~ 


four years in gestation. It was in- 
spired party by Jerry Springer: The 
Opera, which appeared on the BBC 
to much controversy. When Peter 
C. Newman's book, The Secret Mul- 
roney Tapes: Unguarded Confessions 
of a Prime Minister was released, the 
idea for a Mulroney opera began to 
take shape. It took four years to com- 
plete, and the finished product ap- 
pears in a special event format run, 
playing on 72 screens once on April 
16, and again April 27. 

Weinstein, who refers to the “Citi- 
zen Kane arc” of Mulroney's life, 
certainly had no shortage of material 
to work with. Some subjects which 
didn't lend themselves to music, 
Weinstein says, had to be skipped, 
like the GST and free trade, as were 
a number of his lesser known tri- 
umphs. 

In paring down what to include in 
the film, “things started suggesting 
themselves. We know we wanted to 
have screen time with the scandals 
that plagued his government, just 
because it was so ridiculous. It was 
an irresistible thing.” 

While the film is a broad parody, it 
has moments of historical accuracy. 
For example, the dress worn by Ed- 
monton native Stephanie Anne Mills, 
playing Mila Mulroney, is a duplicate 
of the dress Mulroney wore for the 
so-called Shamrock Summit. The 
set for the pivotal leaders debate was 
recreated, and there are a number of 
Mulroney's most famous quotes that 
are repeated verbatim. 

While it's a:parody and allin fun,

the question naturally arises — how 
would the famously litigious Mul- 
roney regard the film? 

“I think he would see the edge for 
sure. But on the other hand, John 
Turner looks bad, too, and the Cana- 
dian electorate look kind of fickle in 
an odd way. 

“It's just satire. It’s a parody, It's 
making fun of all of us ... he’s just at 
the centre of it.” 

He admits that sometimes he 
“cringes” when he thinks of Mul- 
roney’s reaction, but then he says 
there is something “weirdly heroic” 
about Mulroney, “the sense of for- 
ward push even in the face of adver- 
sity, whether it’s for legacy, or ambi- 
tion, or for his own belief that this is 
good for Canada.” 

An opera about a Canadian poli- 
tician is certainly a tough sell, but 
Weinstein says the film has some- 
thing for everyone. 

“Its a way of showing that poli- 
tics can be fun. It’s for people who 
like comedy and political satire. It's 
opera, but not really opera, because 
there's jazz and pop, it’s an eclectic 
thing.” 

After all these years of being im- 
mersed in Mulroney, how do he and 
others who worked on the film feel 
about the man? 

“We actually ended up liking him 
more, admiring him more, and hav- 
ing more respect for his accomplish- 
ments,” Weinstein admits: “I see our 
portrayal of him as having a certain 
empathy, in a weird way, and at times 
pathos as we see him suffering,”

for the 
feeling of placing the needle down on 
vinyl, especially when it’s compared 
to double clicking your mouse on 
your ‘Recently Played’ list on iTunes. 
This isn’t to say digital music doesn’t 
have a place — it has a gigantic place 
— but some things never die. Often 
times they even make a healthy re- 
surgence. 

Starting in 2007, every third Sat- 
urday in April would be deemed 
Record Store Day. No, music sales 
aren't that atrocious that indepen- 
dent record stores can open their 
doors only once a year. Rather, Re- 
cord Store Day is a celebration of 
two things primarily: passion and 
freedom. Thé passion that vinyl 
owners, collectors and enthusiasts 
have, which is rather relentless and 
the freedom that independent record 
stores are founded on. Independent 
record stores may not have millions 
of lazy downloaders knocking down 
their doors, yet their devotees are 
plenty enough to keep them piqued. 
They even know their customers by 
name ... the modern music industry 
does have a face after all. 

“Record Store Day is a tremen- 
dous kick in the ass for the indus-

try,” says David Gawdunyk of Per-

manent Records, who also happen 
to be celebrating their first birthday 
on RSD. “There are too many corpo- 
rate decisions bringing it down.” Yet 
Gawdunyk notes that corporations 
— perhaps unsatisfied by the lack of 
physical sales, more likely inspired 
by the crowds ($) vinyl sales bring 
— have been eager to support RSD, 
even if they’re only really interested 
in poking their nose in an indie store 
once a year. “They're commoditiz- 
ing something and that's not what 
the day’s all about,” notes Listen

pendent record stores) filter out the

Instead of days of yesteryear, 
where midnight releases at the local 
store created fan-filled lineups, many 
consumers are more concerned with 
bandwidth than in-store buying. 

Yes, the tide is changing. Mega- 
stores are losing their way in the 
declining period of physical album 
sales. In their place, independent’s 
happily step up, though most of them 
actually never left. They're loyalists 
and so are their customers. So much 
so that every independent store ad- 
mits; the sales and foot traffic in their 
stores on RSD is overwhelming 

“People have either never left the 
record store, are proud to come back 
to the record store, or just discover- 
ing the record story — whether it’s a 


15-year-old kid who just got a turn- 








table, or a 54-year-old guy who just 
pulled his out of the garage,” says 
Clint Anderson of Permanent 

To those uninvolved, the allure of 
vinyl is a bit of a fickle thing. Vinyl 
fans are quick to defend how they 
love the crackle vinyl produces, how 
the touch of the gatefold draws them 
in, how come the artwork is better 

but most of it is in the experience 
(noted by the live performances, sale 
prices and wonderful limited releas- 
es lining the shelves at Edmonton's 
indie record stores) 

“The magic and excitement of LPs 
is contained in the whole package,” 
says George Gawluk, of the Edmon- 
ton Music Collectors Show. Vinyl is 
like real life, not always crystal clear. 
I’m not that interested in a vinyl/CD 











vs. digital debate because I've never 
been a music snob. However, a little 
crackle or pop emanating from the 
speakers can be rather comforting.” 

For Gawluk, who owns a modest 
8,000 records himself, loves that the 
Edmonton Music Collectors Show 
sits beautifully beside Record Store 
Day — a show that will also include 
(Blackbyrd, 
Permanent and 





local record vendors 
Freecloud, Listen, 
Sound Connection) and public who 
happily participate in RSD: Gawluk is 
quick to point out that the show isn't 
simply about vinyl and the snobby 
connotations it seems to have exclu- 
sivity on, but about music in general 
There will be CDs, books, DVDs and 
yes, vinyl, available. Just don’t count 


on any digital music booths.

FOO FIGHTERS 

Waisting Light

With a full-throttled attack, the opening curtain-dropping moment on “Bridge Buming,” the 
Foo Fighters are propelled further into rock ‘n' roll cloud nine with Wasting Light. Taking rock 
back, well-crafted hooks and crisp songwriting dominate WL in an established Foo Fighter 
fashion — the wonderful sing-a-long “Alandria” and the lighter-waving (cell-phone waving) 
“Walk” firmly stand out — yet, it is balls out flashes (“White Limo”) that make their latest 
something of a bi-polar beast; a kind Grohl-fronted animal that shows teeth (maybe not 
enough). Seven albums deep, the Foo plucked the highest quality, refined and gritty high- 
lights from all of their catalogue while easily outshining recent efforts (namely Echoes, Silence, Patience & Grace). One of their most 
listenable and raw, WL flows from start to finish better than most in its league by excelling with equal parts melody and hard-edge — 
something you won't want to miss this live. It's a shame the show won't be in a garage similar to where WL was put on tape.

Classified’s “Oh Canada” became 
an unofficial theme song for the 
Vancouver 2010 Olympic Games, 
but not as a rousing rap ode with an 
inspiring chorus. The Halifax MC 
ditched the typically cheesy senti 
ment of such songs, instead using 
quirkily self deprecating rhymes to 
paint a true picture of what binds us 
“Think we finish every sentence with 
buddy or bye, and if it ain't that it’s 
either dude, eh or guy ... we all got 
at least one drinking buddy, and af- 
ter one drink, all of us think we're 
funny.” 

He tried 
with his more regional effort “The 
Maritimes,” nearly half a decade be-

fore, cracking wise about his home's 
shortcomings until they became en- 
dearing. But after the cheekily nation- 
alistic sequel of sorts hit the music 
video airwaves in 2010, some viewer 
feedback was simply, grimly serious 
— only Caucasian extras appeared in 
the clip, and Internet message boards 
began filling up with accusations 
that Classified was a bigot. 

“There's a lot of dumb people that 
don’t know things, that just say stuff 
because they want to be heard,” Clas- 
sified says of the allegations, adding 
that as a hip hop fan he witnessed 
the attacks by visiting the rap mes- 
sage boards he clicks across nearly 
daily. “I just remember reading 
something like that on the boards,

‘Oh, Classified’saracist,hedidn’tputno 
black people or multicultural people 
in the video.’ We shot a video and 
asked everybody in the town to come 
out, and whoever came out that's up 
to them. I’m not gonna not shoot the 
video, or go pay black people to be in 
my video or something, for me that’s 
more racist than anything, trying to 
separate people like we need to have 
this and that. So I more laughed it 
off, but at the same time I was like 
‘let me address it on a song and 
just give it a line or two, and tell peo- 
ple exactly how I feel.”

Ben Fox meant no offence to Mon- 
treal when he headed home from 
university with a fistful of songs to 
dig up the future members of Dino- 
saur Bones. Like they say, home is 
where the heart — or in this case, the 
band — is. And since the singer and 
guitarist had played around Toronto 
in bands before, he knew it was the 
right place to start again 

“Montreal is an amazing city and 
it has produced some of Canada’s 
best bands. It was more just that 
the guys I wanted to have on board 
were back in Toronto,” he ‘explains 
“Dave (Wickland, keyboards), Branko 
(Scekic, bass) and I played musit to- 
gether in high school, and all of us 
played in bands in Toronto before 
this one got together.’ And\having 
grown up with a crew of€razy tal 
ented artists and musicians, | knew 


we would have the support of a com- 
munity of great bands making really 
interesting music.” 

Some of that support Fox an- 
ticipated has come from label Dine 
Alone Records, which released the 
quintet’s debut album, My Divider, in 
March. It includes Dinosaur Bones’ 
gritty self-titled EP, released late 
in 2010, and a host of new tracks 
twinkling with Strokes-style pop 
hooks. The latter material was engi- 
neered by Jon Drew, the man behind 
the curtain on fellow Toronto band 
Fucked Up’s ambitious album The 
Chemistry of Common Life. “Work- 
ing with Jon Drew was a treat. He's 
a really talented producer with a lot 
of good ideas, and he's a really easy 
guy to make a record with,” says 
Fox. “His production style tends to 
result in really big-sounding records 
We wanted to work with a produc- 
er who we felt could really capture 
the weight and power of a live show 
in a tasteful and creative way.” 

That 
has earned Dinosaur Bones a fol- 


powerful live presence 
lowing both at home and away, 
thanks in large part to the band’s 
frequent appearances on festival 
bills. With appearances at North by 
Northeast, South by Southwest and 
Pop Montreal under its belt, and a 
stint on Edgefest’s main stage this

In 2006, I eae trance DJ Paul 
Van Dyk for a club culture website 





based in Ibiza, Spain and the con- 
versation eventually veered toward 
politics. Israel had just launched an 
offensive against Lebanon and it had 
only been a matter of weeks since 
Van Dyk played a well-received gig in 
Beirut so the conflict stung him a bit. 
Van Dyk has never shied away from 
speaking his mind on world affairs, 
but the website's owner was unim- 
pressed by the article. Ibiza Voice, he 
told me, was not 60 Minutes. 

Today, very little and a lot has 
changed. Israel continues to sit in 
Opposition of the Muslim world, up- 
risings calling for democratic reform 
are sweeping across North Africa 
and the Middle East, and Germany's 
Van Dyk remains an avid observer. 
Unwaveringly, he still believes elec- 
tronic dance music can help foment 
real ideological and political change. 

“What's always been interesting 
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about dance music to me is the hu- 
mane way people come together,” he 
says. “There's rarely any violence at 
electronic shows. Dance music may 
not be a political movement, per 
se, but there's something to be said 
about its momentum and impact on 
just being social.” 

Dance-floor hedonism remains a 
big business, however, and the pur- 
suit of the bottom line isn’t always 
equitable. Take this year's Ultra Mu- 
sic Festival in Miami 

For the first time ever, the mega 
electronic showcase is not happening 
in conjunction with the Winter Music 
Conference parties, which are also 
held in Miami every March. Instead, 
the events are now separated, which 
Van Dyk says is a shame because it 
has forced many acts like himself to 
choose one over the other. 

“Ultra introduced an exclusivity 
clause for its acts which obviously be- 
came a big issue for the conference. 
To some extent, | understand the ra- 
tionale. But one of the great things 
about going to WMC was being able 
see DJs in a variety of environments. 
I ended up playing at a club called 
Mansion, which was great, but I have 
enjoyed playing Ultra Music Festival 
in the past.” 

At Mansion, Van Dyk teased out 
the next phase of his ever-develop- 
ing live show and new album. Both 
are appropriately dubbed Evolution. 


Unlike some electronic acts, Van 


Dyk says he’s always taken pride in | 


producing his music without a team 
of engineers and collaborators. As 


such, it’s always been a really person- 


al process for him and he’s proud to 


report that the album represents his 
best work to date. It’s due out later 
this year. 

From a live production perspective, 
Evolution is the biggest and most 
technically sophisticated show he’s 
ever mounted. Van Dyk is regularly 
ranked as one of the world’s top elec- 
tronic acts by publications like DJ 
Mag, so an increasing sense of scale 
might be something his fans have 
come to expect performance wise. 
But Van Dyk insists the expense isn’t 
his. 

“Production has become more im- 
portant,” he says, “but it's often more 
impressive technically than it is ar- 
tistically. I really wanted to retain a 
sense of artistry for the Evolution 
tour. The people who are working on 
it with me worked with Muse on their 
tour, so they’ve got a background in 
the theatre and entertainment world. 
It's full on and intense.” 

Change is coming, says Van Dyk, 
just not to Edmonton, unfortunately. 
While we'll still be treated to an au- 
dio-visual experience worthy of the 
King of Trance, he'll be setting off 
Evolution’s full Big Bang experience 
at Coachella on Saturday.

You enter the room. You notice a 
strange object, a sculpture, or some- 
thing. You are invited politely to 
strike it with a handy baseball bat 
or a meat tenderizer. Should be fun, 
shouldn't it? So, you hack at it. The 
sculpture screams. What'the fuck?! 
“It all began in our class,” Edmon- 
ton composer Dan Brophy tells me, 
“a study project called “Interactives”, 
moderated by Dr-Scott Smallwood of 
the University of Alberta department 
of music. “Interactives” is a spring- 
board for people Who are interested 
in using technology to create art. 


We discuss those issues and then 
present our projects in public. I have 
two things on the new show, one of 
them being a sculpture to which I 
attached sensors, which in turn ac- 
tivate parts of a song | wrote in the 
extreme metal style. So, every time 
you hit the sculpture, you'll hear a 
different part of the song, you re- 
compose the song every time. By the 
way, the song is called ‘Brutally Dis- 
membered’.” 

“Yeah, this is how the four of us 
met,” adds Ruth Guechtal, also a 
composer, “myself, my husband 
(Dan Brophy), dancer Gerry Morita, 
and Colin (Labadie). Although each 
of us was working on a separate indi- 
vidual interactive project, we thought 
it'd be cool to do a show together. 
My project is an interactive glove, 
which allows you to actually sculpt 
the sound directly. You put it on 
and go on with it!” 

We are talking about the very 
unusual collaboration called The 
Hacked Playhouse, in which the four 


artists Guechtal mentioned, pres- 
ent several musical projects, which 
will only assume their final shapes 
when the audience members gener- 
ate sound by playing, as it were, with 
the interactive objects conceived and 
created by the artists. 

€xplains. Morita, one of Canada’s 
distinguished 
dancers and choreographers, for 
whom the project marks a debut of 


most experimental 


sorts as a composer: “I’m very excit- 
ed about all this because we get im- 
mersed in that world of crazy tech- 
nology, a hands-on approach you 
might say. I, for one, based my bit on 
field recordings that I did, like kids 
talking, which were then processed 
via programming software. And | 
dance in a couple of other projects, 
including an interactive dress de- 
signed by Dan (Brophy). 

“A friend of mine, Joshua Carter,” 
Morita continues, “has this alterna- 
tive performing space, a house in 
Old Strathcona. He kindly agreed 
to make it available to us. Each has

a room, which we arrange according 
to our project's requirements.” 

“My room is tentatively called 
the sonic curtain,” says Labadie. 
“It’s a large net with approximately 
50 speakers woven into it. There's 
a motion sensor that detects how 
people are moving around the room,

and the sound of the curtain reacts 
accordingly. The sounds themselves 
play with the idea of how people 
keep their junk — and sometimes 
their secrets — hidden away in the 
attic, which is where the curtain is 
located within the house.” 

Sounds like a lot of fun.

realized, 40-footDtall, 25-ton, wood- 
en horse erected on the desert.” 

If you haven't noticed lately, 
the city is boiling with ideas, par- 
ticipants, events and headlines 
(“DON’T SCREW EDMONTON”) 
on the topic of improvement via 
new facilities, public art and how the 
schmuck we're supposed to pay for 
it all. I was actually fairly impressed 
with the aggressive opening hand by 
city council, which states the project 
can't go over $450 million, also re- 
ducing the bullshit community revi- 
talization levy down to $20 million. 
That's still a high price to pay for 
helping your billionaire neighbour 
ensure he sensibly does his best to 
keep sports fans spending money 
within his own complex, and it’s hard 
to see how the tax, which would be 
directly passed onto customers by 
existing businesses in many, many 
cases, would convince more people 
to come downtown where they still 
can’t park for free.

What | like about their proposal 
is I just can’t see Katz Group agree- 
ing to it if they behave in the arbi- 
trary, unarguably entitled way they 
have been so far. Saying the Oil- 
ers won't play in Rexall for much 
longer and denying that's a threat, for 
example, all the way up to Mr. Katz's 


disagreeable letter to Mayor Mandel. 
But the fact I’m pissed off about the 
concessions and Katz the restrictions 
is probably a good sign. Throw in the 
museum across from city hall, very 
clever announcement timing, and it’s 
hard not to start fantasizing about a 
series of monolithic, Soviet-style 
statements of bravado. Of course, 
it all comes back to money and the 
fact no one wants to pay for this be- 
fore their potholes are fixed or, in the 
case of the daydreaming billionaire 
among us, until he can get as much 
as he can with the least amount of 
possible. Which, as 
they say, is business. 

Speaking of the new museum 
(which will evaporate the downtown 
post office), would any of you like to 
join together and lobby for the beau- 
tiful tile murals, the shining crest 
and the accidentally brilliant clock 
with no hands remaining visible 
to us somewhere. within the core? 
Plenty of walls. I’m particularly 
fond of the “useless” clock, which 
makes us think of time, then let it go. 
It's such a great reminder to take it 
easy, and beautiful to boot. 

Finally our best wishes go out to 
Darren Zenko, SEE's talented vid- 
eogame writer, supernatural-book 
author and primo-jimo friend, 
whois in hospital right now, watching 
Star Trek, floating on what we 
all hope are some fascinating 
combosof painkillers.
